Throughout Canada and the United States national campaigns are now 
in progress to raise funds and supplies wherewith to meet the needs of 
hundreds of thousands of people without employment and lacking the very 
necessities of life. 

In the United States a great voluntary organization has been called 
into existence upon invitation of President Hoover, and it is now engaged in 
a whirlwind campaign organized apn similar lines to those followed during 
the war and in the recent Red Cross flood disaster appeal, The press, the 
theatres, the radio, the pulpit, every known kind of organization,—all are 
being mobilized with a view to raising tens of millions of dollars within a 
few weeks. ‘ 

In, Canada, the Federal and Provincial Governments have assumed 
responsibility for relief measures, assisted by the municipalities. During the 
last session of parliament, following Premier Bennett’s description of the 
existing situation in Western Canada as “a national calamity,’ the House 
of Commons unanimously voted an unlimited amounrit of relief. It was 
not made a party issue, but the Government's request fof agequate funds 
was supported by Conservative, Liberal, Progressive and Labor alike. 

But in Canada, as in the United States, the magnitude of the need, and 
the urgency of the claims of ‘tens of thousands of people upon the sym- 
pathy and practical support of their fellow citizens, calls for the active 
co-operation of all people and organizations. The problem is too big for even 
the united forces of Federal and Provincial’ Governments. 

The Prime Minister of Canada has, therefore, made an appeal to all 
the people of Canada, and all the organizations of Canada, to support a 
nation-wide campaign to raise funds to supplement the efforts of govern+ 
ments in meeting the needs of those who must be supplied with food, cloth- 
ing, fuel and shelter throughout the coming winter months. 

In other times of national: disaster, such as the Halifax explosion and 
the northern Ontario fires, or international disasters like the Japanese earth- 
“quake, the people of Western Canada organized their forces and gaye gener- 
ously to the needs of the stricken. . This year not so much will be expected 

- from the people of the Prairie Provinces; instead of being givers, thousands 
of our people will be the recipients. It is because of the Western situation 
that the present appeal is made; it is in the Wst that conditions approach- 
ing a national disaster exist. 

Nevertheless, there is much that our Western people can do to assist 
each other; much that neighbor can do for neighbor, and friend for friend. 
There are thousands of us who can still spare a little something for some- 
body else, Quite a considerable number of people have already “adopted” 
some other person or family and have been assisting them for months past, 
and will continue to do so while the necessity exists. This quiet, unostenta- 
tious “adoption” of others in need can, without very great sacthans on the 

‘ part of many, be very greatly extended. It will assist Governments in 
meeting their problems; it will help to keep down the mounting burden of 
public debt and taxation which is lable to seriously cripple our future 
activities.and return to better times; it will save some of the more sensi-

Thirst For Knowledge 


Two Children Sapport Themselves By 
Trapping While Attending School 
Supporting, themselves by trapping, 

two childrepagged seven and nine, en- 

dured the hardships of Winter in the 
north country living in a tent so that 
they could attend school. 

This was the story told at Toronto, 
Ontario, by Dr. J. H. MacDougall of 
|the Provincial Department of Educa- 
tion, addressing the convention of the 
National League of Compulsory Edu- 
cation officials. 

In their. thirst for learning the 
children, David and Arthur Clement, 
whose mother had died and whose 
father had returned to his trap lines 
around Hudson Bay, mushed 40 miles 
with a dog team, pitched their tent 
in five feet of snow in a spruce for- 
est, and attended the school-car all 
through the winter on the five days 
each month in‘which it was in their 
district.

Alfalfa Proves Valuable 


Crop Near Lethbridge Netted Farmer 
‘More Than Grain - 

R. Osmond, living five miles east of 
Lethbridge, operates on irrigated land 
which is naturally expected to pro- 
duce more than’ non-irrigated areas. 
On two acres he has in the past sea- 
son taken wonderful crops which have 
a:much higher value than grain. On 
the first acre which was in alfalfa 
he applied manure and irrigated five 
times during the season. From the 
first cutting there were three tons; 
the second cutting two tons; the third 
cutting one ton—altogether six tons 
per acre. itis 

The second acre was under hoed 
crops which gave two and a half tons 
cabbage, two tons potatoes, twenty- 
two tons mangels. This lang was 
manured at the rate of ten tons per 
acre. At prevailing prices the value 
of the crops produced on the ‘two 
acres was about $225 or $112.50 per 
acre. Had the two acres produced 
wheat at the fate of forty-five bush- 
els to the acre, the value of the crop 
at present wheat prices would have 
been $37.80 including the bonus, or 
$18.90 per acre.

While alfalfa is one of the oldest 
fodder plants there is at present ‘no 
plant known which can compete with 
it in nutritive value and general im- 
portance for feeding according to the 


prepared by the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture.- It is relished by all 
kinds of stock which eat it, and alfal- 
fa exceeds even red clover in nutri- 
tive value and protein content, The 
feeding value of alfalfa was recogniz- 
ed in Persia long ‘before the Christian 
era, and it was highly esteemed by 
the Arabs. It is believed to have orig- 
inated in Asia, probably in the south- 
western parts. Certainly it’ has ‘been 
grown in Persia from time immemor- 
jal and is perhaps the oldest plant.in 
the world. It was brought into Greece 
about 500 B.C. and from there spread 
to Italy. It came to Western Europe 
by way of Northern Africa, the Arabs 
carrying it into Spain in the seventh 
century and from there it found its 
way into France. It was introduced 
into Mexico by the Spaniards whence 
it spread to the United States and 
South America, while English and 
other colonists introduced it in the 
eastern parts of North America. Its 
popularity as a fodder crop is justly 
earned and its use is rapidly expand- 
ing throughout Canada.

| Winter Housing Of Poultry 


| Preparing Winter Quarters For Re- 
ception Of New Flock 


(By Arthur Ray, President of Sas- 
katchewan Poultry Association) 


The building which is used to house 
the poultry flock this winter, and 
, which was occupied last year, will 
probably require some very important 
preparations for the reception of the 
|New flock which is to occupy it. The 
house must first be made free from 
| parasites and disease germs in order 
| that the health of the birds may be 
| maintained and that they may be en- 
jabléd to function normally. To do 
this the inside walls, floor and 
equipment must be thoroughly clean- 
ed and given a coat of white wash 
|to which a disinfectant has been add- 
ed. If the house has an earthen 
floor the top two or three inches 
should be taken out and four to six 
jinches of fresh clay should be well 
| tamped in. The yards too should be 
cleaned up and all rubbish and litter 
| burned, 
| Broken window glass should .be re- 
|placed and thin unbleached cotton 
should replace that which has been 
torn. The ventilation system should 
be examined. If the moisture given 
off from the lungs of the birds is not 
carried out of the house, write to the 
Poultry Department, University of 
Saskatchewan, Saskatoon, or the 
| Poultry Division, Livestock Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Regina, 
for information on ventilating the 
poultry house. The house with a 
straw loft should have the straw 
taken out and fresh straw put in each 
fall. The straw should be well pack- 
ed to a depth of two or three feet. 
| The equipment should consist of 
one nest for each five or six birds; 
| dropping boards placed about 20 inch- 
es from the floor and .eight to 10 
inches beneath the roosts; hopper for 
‘dry mash placed on a stand about 
18 inches from the floor and recep- 
|tacles for rit, water and shell. 
| When the young stock is brought 
in from the range end placed in per- 
manent winter quarters, care should 
ibe taken to avoid over-crowding them 
and the house should be left as open 
as possible during the first week or 
10 days so that the change from 
range conditions to confinement will 
‘be grarual, 
| All undersized or deformed birds, 
/or birds that are decidedly off-type 
or apparently diseased, should be re- 
moved from the flock.

Germany Claims An 
Interesting Discovery 


New Tobacco Plant Said To Be Free 
From Nicotine

in Germany of a new tobacco plant 
free of that substance, is filled with 
considerable intereat. After a year’s 
experiments, the head of the institute 
at which the new plant has been de- 
veloped declares that it retains the 
merits of ordinary tobacco without its 
chief hygienic objection.

Transportation Problems 


Government May Appoint a. Royal 
Commission To Stady Situation 
A despatch to the Toronto Globe 
from its Ottawa correspondent says: 
“Appointment of a royal commission 
to investigate Canadian transporta- 
tion problems is receiving the atten- 


jtion of the Prime Minister and the 


Minister of Railways and Canals. 
During the past. few weeks Mr. Ben- 
nett has been pre-occupied with the 
financial situation, but some time is 
now being devoted to other problems. 

“It is proposed to establish .a 
commission of five or seven, and the 
chairman will be an outstanding 
member of the Canadian judiciary, if 
present plans mature. There will also 
be on the commission a British ex- 
pert of the calibre of Sir Josiah 
Stamp, if the government can enlist 
the services of such a man, while an 
outstanding American railwayman or 
economist will be included in the per- 
sonnel. ; 

“The reason for the inclusion of 
British and United States experts, 
apart from the fact that men of in- 
dependent outlook are desirable, is 
that Canadian railway securities are 
largely held in the United Kingdom 
and the United States. 

“As Canadian representatives on 
the commission, the Prime Minister 
is seeking men with the qualifications 
of Sir Joseph Flavelle or Sir Thomas 
White. Sir Henry Thornton and E. 
W. Beatty may serve.”

The 
church may supply the need in this 
respect, or some vacant store or other 
unused building may be placed at the 
disposal of Santa’s young assistants. 
So long as the place is heated, lighted 
and is large enough to fulfil the re- 
quirements, it will be suitable. 


Then comes the matter of the ac- 
tual repairs, . Some may call for in- 
genuity greater than the young peo- 
ple, themselves, .can supply. In such 
cases, it is suggested that the serv- 
ices of the schoo] manual training in- 
structors be requisitioned, the assump- 
tion being that they will readily re- 
spond. Boys taking manual training 
also can supply demands for “skilled 
labor.”

Biologist Makes Discovery Which 
-Means Saving For Ship Owners zi 
That a barnacle can smell became 

known upon the return from the Tor- 

tugas Islands of Dr. J. Paul Visscher, 
head of the Department of Biology of 

Western Reserve University. And be- 

cause its nose knows, there may be 

solved one of the most vexing: mari- 
time shipping ‘problems, that of keep- 
ing a vessel’s bottom clean of the lit- 
tle crustaceans, saving ship owners, 
it is estimated, $100,000,000 annually. 

Dr. Visscher, an authority on the bar- 

nacle, learned during his two months’ 

‘investigation that barnacles react to 

smells. This opens a’ new field to 

science in discovering chemicals repel- 
lant to the barnacle and mixing them 
accordingly in paints applied to ship 
bottoms. “Barnacles have been tray- 
elling as excess baggage for unknown 
ages,”. Dr. Visscher said. ‘‘We have 

fossilized barnacles’that‘are 200/000)-

This, of course, veers accord- 
ing to dialect within U.S. borders, all 
the way ‘from “Am-afr-icans” to 
“Am-urr-icans.” 

The Latin. Americans will have 
none of it. The name, as those with 
international contact testify, “burns 
them up” in the Latin-American coun- 
tries. They say the United States 
has no monopoly ‘on the name. They 
say they are also “Americans.” They 
say—and so do many Hurdpean coun- 
tries—that they don’t like the as- 
sumption that goes with the use of 
the word. The case is told of an in- 
fluential Cuban, for instance, who, 
rather than concede the word, called 
them “United Statesers.” 

In short, United States citizens, by 
the adoption of the term “Americans,” 
raise an artificial barrier of resent- 
ment in many parts of the world. 

Certainly Canadians. and British 
need have no quarrel with it. Cana- 
dians are Canadians and it would 
never occur to them to call them- 
selves Americans in any case. The 
same with the Britons. , 

But others do object. What can 
be done? Obviously, even if they 
wanted to, our good neighbors to the 
South couldn’t call themselves “Unit- 
ed Statesers.” The thing simply isn’t 
done. And “Uncle Sammers” is no 
bétter. And “Yankees” already con- 
notes a limited meaning. 

Well, why not “Usonians’? That 
is euphonious, it has meaning and — 
this is important—a certain meed or 
‘ritziness.” It derives its name hon- 
estly—United States of North Amer- 
ica, with the “i” thrown in for good 
measure. 

A, Boston lawyer has used the word 
“Usonian” for years. All it needs is 
popularizing. There is no question 
that, properly handled, the name 
would sweep the country, rivalling 
mah jong and miniature golf. They 
might even make a presidential issue 
of it next November. It would be a 
pleasant relief from prohibition and 
the tariff—Vancouver Sun.

States Flag Should Remain Over

President Herbert Hoover is con- 
vinced the United States flag should 
remain over the Philippines, where 
Dewey raised it in 1898, until a firm- 
er footing is found for the island’s 
finances.

New Head Of Scotland Yard Has Had 
» Many Gontacts Here 


Lord Trenchard, who has been ap- 
pointed commissioner of the metro- 
politan police in London, England, 
has had many contacts with Canada, 
as did his predecessor, Lord Byng, 
who led the Canadian Corps in France 
during an eventful period of the war, 
and who became Governor-General of 
the Dominion after the armistice. 

Lord Trenchard first entered Can- 
ada’s ken during the South African 
war, when he served for a time with 
the Dominion’s Scouts, being danger- 
ously wounded while in action. When 
the great war broke out he was in 
charge of the flying school at Alder- 
shot, and already one of Britain’s 
oldest and most experienced fliers. 

But it.was not so much seniority 
as native ability which later pushed 
him ‘into the dominant post of mar- 
shal of the Royal Air Force. In that 
position he commanded the Domin- 
ion’s flying aces overseas and took a 
more than fatherly interest in their 
exploits. 


Milky Way Covers Big Area 


Figures Given By Astronomer Are 
‘s*Almost Beyond ©omprehension 

J. 8, Plaskett, F.R.S., director of 
the Dominion Astrophysical Observa- 
tory at Victoria, B.C., when asked to 
describe the watch-shaped system of 
stars called the “Milky Way,” gave 
the following interesting facts: | 

“The light year,” Dr, Plaskett ex- 
plained, ‘is the astronomer’s yard- 
stick, the distance light moving at 
186,000 miles per second would trav- 
el in a year or six million million 
miles.” This would correspond to a 
train journey of 60 miles per hour 
for fourteen million years. The trav- 
eller bold enough to venture across 
the universe would require 700 billion 
years to span the diameter of the 
Milky Way. 

Stars on the edge of this system 
do not need traffic regulations. Many 
are 5,000,000 miles’ apart, said Dr. 
Plaskett, and a gap of 1,000,000 sep- 
arated the sun from the nearest star, 


thus showing the infinitesimal chance 


of collision. 


. Aids To Navigation 


Extra Facilities For Protecting Ves- 
sels Sailing Into Hudson Bay 


Further aids to navigation through 
Hudson Straits are being considered 
by officials of the Marine and Fisher- 
ies Department of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, and it is probable that de- 
velopments will take place next spring 
to even better the splendid facilities 
for protecting ,.véssels travelling in 
and out of Hudson Bay. A new radio 
station will probably be added to the

Will Attempt To*Wash Salt From 
Miles Of Barrer Land 

A Manchester firm has received an 
order for two hundred ‘thousand 
pounds sterling worth of machinery 
and control gear from the Egyptian 
Government to be used for one of the 
greatest draining schemes ever at> 
tempted. More than two thousand 
square miles of barren land in the 
Nile Delta are to be washed. The soil 
is full of salt, and fresh water is to 
be carried over it in a network’ of 
canals which will make artificial 
floods. As the water drains through 
the soil it will dissolve the salt and 
carry it off to special drains. In fif- 
teen electric pumping stations, sixty- 
eight British pumps will lift the salt 
to sea-level and pour it into the Med- 
iterranean and into. three lakes not 
far away. Three power stations will 
provide the current, and there will be 
outdoor sub-stations at each pumping 
centre where giant transformers will. 
convert the current’ to the smaller 
pressures required. Lightning arrest- 
ers and automatic isolating switches 
will protect the high-pressure appara- 
tus against both Nature and man. 
White marble panels in the pumping 
stations will contain the small instru- 
ments and switches by which these 
gyeat forces will be controlled.

But 
the Russian wheat belt, like every 
other wheat belt, is affected by the 
vagaries of the weather, which, the 
experts say, has this year been more 
adverse to Russian production than 
to that of other continental areas. 

Uncertainty as to how far the 
Russian crop has been cut has given 
rise to many rumors that apparently 
are not based on anything approach- 
ing fact. For instance, it seems to 
be an exaggeration to say that the 
U.S.S.R. will not export wheat 
‘‘this year or next’’. All that is 
known, and this is confirmed in the 
Soviet publications, is that wheat 
prospects are not bearing out the 
figures of the Five-Year Plar. 

The market has given evidence 
that it has believed the wild reports 
that appeared originally about Rus- 
sian conditions. If so, the violent 
upswing, which has been carried for- 
ward by powerful operators, may not 


last. Yet there are enough grounds | 


for the assertion that the world’s 
farmers have left the low wheat 
point behind them. This in itself 
is encouraging.
